May 8.—Judge Lochren 
fled in the United States circuit court 
his decision iii the application of Rafael 
Oritz 
a Porto Eicon, to be released 
from the Minnesota state prison. 
Oritz was convicted by a m ilitary tri­ 
bunal in Porto Rico for the m urder of a 
ignited States soldier and condemned to 
die. The sentence was commuted to life 
imprisonment- 
The application for release waft based 
on the claim that the m ilitary authori­ 
ties had no jurisdiction over Oritz; that 
pace had been declared and that he 
should have had a civil trial. 
Judge Lochrcn refused the application 
in an oral decision recently and has now 
tiled an exhaustive opinion thereon. 
The decision has evoked great interest 
throughout the country, as it bears 
largely on 
constitutional 
questions 
which have arisen on the position of 
Porto Rico as a territory of the United 
States. The decision states iii part: 
Tilt- national government- of tho United 
Static was (-rented and its powers and juris­ 
diction granted and limited by the Federal 
constitution. Its powers can only be increased 
bv amendment of that instrument. 
The pow er of the general government to ac­ 
quire ad d itio n al territory rests upon its consti­

St. Pa ti., May 8.—Judge Lnchren 
filed in the United States circuit court 
his decision in the application of Rafael 
Oritz. a Porto Ricou, to be released 
from the Minnesota state prison. 
Oritz MUS convicted by a m ilitary tri­ 
bunal in Porto Rico for the murder of a 
United States soldier and condemned to 
die. The sentence >vus commuted to life 
imprisonment. 
The application for release waft based 
on t h e claim that the military authori­ 
ties had no jurisdiction over Oritz; that 
pace had been declared ami that he 
should have had a civil trial. 
Judge Iiochren refused the application 
in an oral decision recently and has now 
hied an exhaustive opinion thereon. 
The decision has evoked great interest

Porto Rico as a territory of the United
